In cases where the Government, since the outbreak of war, has bought a 
commodity at one price and resold it at a lower one (e.g. home-produced meat) the subsidised price is the one used for the 
index ; where different prices are charged according to the use to which the article is put (e.g., in the case of sugar 
and flour) a weighted average of these is taken.

The forces making for a steep rise in prices had largely 
worked themselves out before the end of 1940, and the 
continuation and extension of price control and subsidies 
had a stabilising effect in 1941. Consequently the increase 
for the year, as measured by the Board of Trade index of 
wholesale prices, amounted to rather less than 5 per cent., 
as compared with the considerable increases of 214 and 
244 per cent., respectively, in 1940 and in the first four 
months of the war. Food prices increased in 1941 by 4-2 
per cent. and those of industrial materials and manufac- 
tures by 5-3 per cent.; there was little change in food 
prices in the first five months of the year, but, apart from a 
small decrease in August, there was subsequently a rising 
tendency ; the greater part of the price increase for indus- 
trial materials and manufactures occurred in the first six 
months of the year, the largest increases (about 1 per cent.) 
being in January and June. The increases since the 
outbreak of war are shown in the following table :-—

The re-grouped data, in which the prices of industrial 
materials and manufactures (except fuel) are classified 
according to the stage of completion reached by the pro- 
ducts concerned, showed an increase in 1941 of 7-8 per 
cent. for basic materials and of 4-4 and 4-2 per cent., 
respectively, for intermediate products and manufactured 
articles. Increases of 1 per cent. or more were recorded for 
basic materials in March (1-6), May (1-0) and September 
(1-4), for intermediate products in June (1-0) and for manu- 
factured articles in January (1-1). There was a small 
decrease (0-3 per cent.) in the prices of basic materials in 
December. Prices of building materials rose in 1941 by 
6-8 per cent., half of this rise occurring in the first two 
monthsof the year. The increases since the outbreak of 
war are shown in the table at foot of column one :— 


Commopity GROUPS 


Food and Tobacco.—The rise during 1941 of nearly 14 per 
cent. in the index for the cereals group was mainly respons- 
ible for the increase in food prices as a whole. The prin- 
cipal increase in this group was for malting barley, prices of 
which moved downward in the first four months of the year 
but then steadily upward for the remainder, to give a net 
increase on the year of over 50 per cent.; feeding barley, 
which is subject to price control was, however, about 7 per 
cent. cheaper, the reduction being operative as from 
1 August. Other important price increases in the group 
were the rise on 6 October of nearly one-third in the price 
of flour for purposes other than bread-making, and the 
increase of about 154 per cent. in the price of rice ; oatmeal 
prices were about 22 per cent. lower in December 1941 than 
in December 1940, as the control order and subsidy only 
affected half the latter month. 

The decline in 1941 of nearly 4 per cent. shown by the 
index for the meat, fish and eggs group, was due to the 
control orders lowering the prices of wet fish and eggs, 
quotations for these commodities at December 1941 being 
about 35 and 30 per cent. lower than a year earlier; prior 
to contro] the former had risen by some 30 per cent. Herrings 
were about 12} per cent. cheaper, but the controlled price 
of canned salmon was advanced 17} per cent. on 1 Decem- 
ber. Poultry prices were controlled on 27 January at 
higher rates, but the reductions in May were greater, the 
net movement in the year showing a fall of about 10 per 
cent. Bacon and ham prices were increased by about 
10 per cent. on 10 March. Among the larger price move- 
ments for commodities included in the “other food and 
tobacco group,” which showed a rise in 1941 of about 
34 per cent., were increases for coffee (44 per cent.), oranges 
(33 per cent.), cocoa (214 per cent.), and onions (154 per 
cent.), and a decrease for apples (14 per cent.). The price 
of sugar for non-domestic purposes was raised by about 
22 per cent. on 1 January and that of sugar for domestic 
purposes was reduced by about 28 per cent. on 15 December. 

Industrial Materials and Manufactures.—The aggre- 
gate increases in the first four months of the war, and 
in 1940 and 1941, for each group of industrial materials and 
manufactures are shown in the following table :—

The groups for which the largest increases were shown 
in 1941 were “ other textiles” (144 per cent.) and cotton 
(11 per cent.), but the increase for the wool group was only 
about 3 percent. The rise for “ other textiles ”’ was mainly 
due to the four increases at the beginning of March, June, 
September and November in the price of artificial silk, 
which in the aggregate ranged from 13 to 21 per cent. for

the kinds included in the index ; other rises were in respect 
of jute (274 per cent.), linen cambric warps (13 per cent.) 
and hemp (12 per cent.), while the control price of dry 
spun linen yarn was reduced on 20 February by 9 per 
cent. All cotton cloth prices advanced in 1941, increases 
ranging in the aggregate from about 15 to 22 per cent. 
Before the stabilisation of prices.as at 31 March American 
raw cotton and yarns advanced by about 9 per cent, while 
Egyptian raw cotton cheapened by about 23 per cent. 
The largest increases in the wool group were in respect of 
alpaca yarn (22 per cent.), worsted weaving botany yarn 
(64 per cent.) and carpet yarn (53 per cent.). Movements 
in the miscellaneous group, which in the aggregate showed 
an increase of about 7 per cent., included considerable rises 
for imported hides (Americanos 37 per cent. and Frigerificos 
28 per cent.), native hides (12} per cent.), goatskins (134 
per cent.), waste paper (284 per cent.) and rubber (15 per 
cent.). Among building materials there were price increases 
for slates (23 per cent.), Thames ballast (224 per cent.), tiles 
(12 per cent.), cement (11 per cent.), Bath stone (10} per 
cent.), chalk lime (93 per cent.), and stock bricks (6 per 
cent.) ; the only increase in timber prices was 34 per cent. 
for laths. Among chemicals and oils, the group index for 
which showed a rise of nearly 6 per cent., the principal 
increases were for varnish (31 per cent.), fuel oil (164 per 
cent.), sulphuric acid (7$ per cent.), burning oil (7 per 
cent.), paint (7 per cent.), and a composite group of ten 
chemicals for which the average increase was nearly 12 per 
cent. A small decrease (14 per cent.) was recorded for 
fertilisers. 

Coal prices were advanced by 8d. per ton on 1 January 
and by 10d. per ton on 1 June, and there were individual 
increases in May and October for Lancashire house coal 
and in July for South Wales steam coal; the increase for 
the group as a whole during 1941 amounted to nearly 7 
per cent. There were no general increases in iron and steel 
prices in 1941, the rise of about 1 per cent. shown by the 
index being mainly due to higher import values for iron 
ore and a 10} per cent. rise in the price of rain-water pipes. 
No significant changes were recorded for non-ferrous 
metals ; tin prices throughout the year were steadier than 
usual and were about 2 per cent. lower in December than a 
year earlier.

Prick CHANGES IN DECEMBER 1941 


The general ievel of wholesale prices in December was 
4 per cent. higher than in November, food prices rising by 
1-2 per cent., while those of industrial materials and manu- 
factures showed little change. The index number for basic 
materials was lower by 0:3 per cent. mainly due to a fall 
of about 84 per cent. in the price of jute ; for intermediate 
products and manufactured articles the index was higher 
by 0-1 and 0:3 per cent., respectively. Building materials 
were, on the average, dearer by } per cent. 

The higher index of food prices in December was mainly 
the result of price increases in the previous month, but there 
was some advance in prices in each week of the month 
except the third, when the price of sugar for domestic 
purposes was reduced by about 28 per cent. 

The table in col. one shows the number of items included 
in each of the groups of commodities distinguished in 
compiling the index number, and the percentage changes 
in each group comparing prices in December with those of 
a month and a year earlier ; the index numbers for August 
1939 are given to show the movement since the outbreak 
of war. 

Percentage Changes.—The following tables show the 
increases and decreases in December, as compared with 
November and with December 1940, among the price 
averages for food and industrial materials :—

EXPORTS TO MALAYA AND THE 
STRAITS SETTLEMENTS 
REVOCATION OF LICENCES 

The Board of Trade have made the Export of Goods (Control) 
(No. 1) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 35, price 1d.) which 
came into force on 11 January. Under the terms of this Order, 


export licences will be required in the case of all goods consigned 
to the Straits Settlements and to the Malay States. 
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The Board have also issuéd an Order revoking outstanding 
export licences for the following destinations: British North 
Borneo, Gilbert and Ellice Islands Colony, Hong Kong, Malay 
States, Nauru, Sarawak, Straits Settlements. 

The Order (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 40, price 1ld.), applies to 
all export licences for these destinations, with the exception 
of certain general licences held by the Crown Agents for the 
Colonies and a number of other official and semi-official 
organisations.

Talc, steatite and soapstone 

Mechanical lighters 

Cores consisting wholly or mainly of iron powder 

Barium carbonate 

Barium sulphate, including blanc fixe 

Fluorine compounds, inorganic. 

The existing licensing requirements with respect to toys 
wholly or mainly of metal and woollen and worsted yarns 
(including those containing other materials) are superseded by 
the provisions that licences will, in future, be required to export 
toys containing more than 10 per cent. by weight of metal and 
yarns wholly or partly of wool or animal hair, respectively. 

The control in respect of caps, capsules and sprinkler tops 
(wholly or mainly of metal) is extended to cover such goods 
when fitted to unfilled bottles, jars, cans or similar containers. 

Gum damar and fluorspar, the exportation of which without 
licence was previously prohibited to certain destinations only, 
will, in future, require licences for all destinations. 

Applications for licences to export mechanical lighters and 
toys containing more than 10 per cent. by weight of metal will 
not normally be entertained. 


EXPORT CREDITS GUARANTEE 
DEPARTMENT 
RETURN FOR DECEMBER QUARTER 1941 
The following statement shows the aggregate amount of the 
guarantees given during the quarter ended 31 December 1941 
under Section 1 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939 :— 
During the quarter ended 31 December 1941 the Department 
assumed liability up to a maximum of £11,723,423 in respect of 
contracts, policies and guarantees amounting to £23,218,571. 


DROP FORGINGS: SCHEDULING 


Attention is directed to the notice in the “ Board of Trade 
Journal” of 18 October 1941 (page 238), announcing that all 
Drop Forging requirements for forgings produced on hammers 
of 20 ewt. or over would require to be scheduled as from 6 Novem- 
ber 1941. The importance of scheduling is again stressed, and 
it is pointed out that this method of control is essential to secure 
that adequate supplies of drop forgings are available for essential 
purposes. Unless firms comply with these requirements they will 
find themselves unable to secure delivery of drop forgings. 

If firms are in doubt as to the hammer sizes under which there 
drop forgings are made, it is suggested that all requirements are 
scheduled. 


RUBBER CONTROLLER 


The Ministry of Supply announce that Mr. F. D. Ascoli, C.1.E., 
Deputy Controller, has been appointed Rubber Controller. The 
Rubber Control Board will continue its work in an advisory 
capacity. ;

CONTROL OF RUBBER 


The Minister of Supply has made the Control of Rubber 
(No. 4) Order (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 30, price 1d.) prohibiting as 
from 14 January the manufacture of soles and heels from sole 
crepe or other unvulcanised rubber. An exception is made for 
rubber already specially cut and prepared for this purpose. 


CONTROL OF OFFICE MACHINERY 


The Board of Trade have made the Supply of Office Machinery 
(Restriction) Order 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 29, price 1d.), to 
cover dictating, accounting, adding, calculating and punched- 
card machines, whether new, reconditioned or second-hand. 
As from 21 January, therefore, no person may supply or 
acquire any such machinery without permission. 

Persons wishing to acquire office machinery of the above 
kinds for their own use should submit their requirements to their 
suppliers. The suppliers will notify the Directorate of Office 
Machinery of these requirements, and the Directorate will then 
authorise the release of machines, in approved cases, as far as 
supplies will allow. 

Persons wishing to acquire used machines either for immediate 
resale or for reconditioning and resale may apply to the Directorate 
of Office Machinery, Board of Trade, Millbank, London, 8.W.1. 
for a general licence authorising them to acquire such machines. 
The Directorate will not normally be prepared to issue licences 
to persons who were not regularly engaged in buying and selling 
machines of this kind before 1 September 1939, and who are not 
in possession of adequate facilities for re-conditioning and 
servicing. The approval of the Directorate of Office Machinery 
will be required before any machines so acquired are disposed of, 
or before any machines of the above-mentioned kinds are broken 
up. 


CONTROL OF MAGNESIUM 


The Minister of Aircraft Production has made the Control of 
Magnesium (No. 3) (Scrap) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 2135, 
price 1d.) which came into force on 2 January 1942. The Order 
controls as from that date the acquisition, treatment, use or 
consumption of all magnesium scrap or magnesium alloy scrap, 
All enquiries should be addressed to the Ministry of Aircraft 
Production, Light Metals Control, Southam Road, Banbury. 


CONTROL OF TIMBER 


The ‘Timber (Charges) (No. 5) Order, 1942 (S. R. & O. 1942 
No. 3, price 3d) made by the Treasury came into force on 
5 January. The Order consolidates the provisions of previous 
Timber (Charges) Orders and makes a number of minor adjust- 
ments consequential to the Control of Timber (No. 21) Order, 
1941 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 10 January 1942, 
page 20). 


CONTROL OF PAPER 


The Minister of Supply has made Direction No. 3 (S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 37, price ld.) relaxing the provisions of the Control of 
Paper (No. 36) (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 22 Novem- 
ber 1941, page 316) Order in the following ways :— 

Posters may be exhibited relating to auction sales, but the 
number is limited to 10 posters. 

Stockbrokers and dealers in stocks or shares may distribute 
free of charge a limited quantity of circulars consisting solely 
of a list of stocks or shares together with the usual particulars 
relating thereto. 

The permission under previous Orders to use old stocks of 
labels printed before August 16th, 1940, or, if the material of 
which the paper is made is waste paper or straw, before the 30th 
April, 1941, is restored. 

Hair sachets may be produced out of paper which was acquired 
and specially cut and prepared for the purpose before 12 
November last.

RETAIL SALES OF PAPER WRAPPING MATERIALS 


The Control of Paper (No. 36) Order, 1941, provides that 
paper for the packing or wrapping of goods (other than food or 
articles to be delivered) shall not be supplied free by retail shop- 
keepers. Since this Order was passed certain traders have 
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offered paper wrapping materials for sale to customers for the 
wrapping of their purchases. Attention is drawn to the fact 
that the Location of Retail Businesses Orders 1941 (see the 
“Board of Trade Journal” of 15 November 1941, page 297, 
and of 13 December 1941, page 370) make the retail sale without 
licence of paper wrapping materials illegal unless the trader, 
or the person from whom he acquires the goodwill of the business, 
sold similar wrapping materials or carried on the business of a 
stationer during the period 1 December 1940, to 23 October 
1941. 


ARSENIC IMPORTER-DISTRIBUTORS 


An Association of Importer-Distributors of Arsenic is being 
formed to handle the distribution of all supplies of this material. 

The term “ importer-distributor ” is defined as a person who 
(2) purchased arsenic from an oversea source of supply and 
(6) distributed arsenic, either directly or indirectly, to consumers. 
Any person who carried out both these functions in any part of 
the period 1 January 1938-30 June 1941 is eligible for member- 
ship of the Association. Supplies will be allotted for distribution 
on a quota basis. All communications should be addressed to 
Messrs. Thomson McLintock & Co., Granite House, 97 Cannon 
Street, London, E.C.4.—Ministry of Supply. 


LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES ORDERS * 
RETENTION OF TRADERS’ RECORDS 


Supplies in future periods of restriction will, it is expected, 
be computed by reference to those standard periods which are 
at present in force under the various Limitation of Supplies 
Orders. 

Accordingly, the Board of Trade, after consulting the Con- 
troller of Salvage, recommend that, when scrapping papers for 
salvage, traders should take care to keep all accounting records, 
invoices, etc., relating to their business operations from 1 April 
1939 onwards, which may be of use in the calculation of their 
quotas under the current and future Orders. 


REVISED CLOTHING COUPON “QUIZ” 


“How many clothing coupons for a non-woollen sleeveless 
dress, for a baby’s matinee coat or for lined woollen shorts ?”’ 
These and dozens of other questions about clothes rationing can 
quickly be answered with a copy of the new revised “ Quiz” 
which replaces the first edition, now out of date. The ‘ Quiz” 


is issued by the Board of Trade and is published by H.M.. 


Stationery Office, price 2d. or 3s. for 25 copies. 

All the recent adjustments which were made to help smooth 
out the rationing difficulties of the public, the shopkeeper and 
the manufacturer are all set out in this handy, well-indexed 
guide. As well as the number of coupons (some of them revised 
recently) which are required for all types of clothing, footwear, 
cloth and knitting yarn, extra tables of coupon ratings are now 
given for special groups of articles. ‘These include industrial 
overalls, special uniform garments for officers, nurses’ special 
garments, furnishing fabrics, damaged goods and ‘ seconds.” 

Several additional pages of information have been squeezed 
into the 24 pages by reducing page margins. If you want to 
know what to do if you have lost your clothing or coupons, or 
have any other clothes rationing problems, the answers can easily 
be found in a concise and simple form in the “* Quiz.” 

Your old copy of the “‘ Quiz” (First Edition) should be put 
into the paper salvage collection, as the information contained in 
it is now out of date. 


CLOTHING CARDS MUST BEAR NAMES, 
ADDRESSES AND IDENTITY CARD NUMBERS 


Clothing Cards, and Ration Books containing the original 
“ margarine” clothing coupons, sometimes get lost or come into 
other hands than those of the person to whom the ration is 
issued and belongs. For identification, therefore, all Clothing 
Cards must carry the name, address and identity number of the 
owner in the space provided. Covers of the old Food Books 
which contain the first clothing (‘‘ margarine ’’) coupons must 
also carry the same particulars. 

This regulation has now become law under the Consumer 
Rationing (No. 8) Order 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941 No. 2000, price 
6d.). All persons are obliged at once, if they have not already 
done so, to write clearly their names, addresses and identity 
numbers on the clothing ration document that has been issued

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to them. If this is not done, shopkeepers will refuse to accept 
coupons from the Book or Card. Parents or guardians of children 
should insert the name of the child on whose behalf the coupons 
were issued and not their own name. 


CLOTH AND APPAREL REGISTER PUBLISHED 


The Cloth and Apparel Register (Part I and Part 2), and lists 
kept with the register for various purposes, have now been 
published in one volume which may be obtained price 2s. 6d. by 
ordering from any bookseller or newsagent ; or direct from H.M. 
Stationery Office, York House, Kingsway, London, W.C.2, 
price 2s. 8d. including postage. This register supersedes the 
provisional lists which were published during September and 
October last, but persons whose names were included in the 
provisional lists count as registered until 15 October 1941. 

It should be noted that makers-up who have been included in 
the list of designated firms are not in general included in the 
Cloth and Apparel Register. As unregistered persons they may 
only obtain cloth within their suppliers’ general or utility quota 
or under special licence form the Board of Trade. 


CORSETS 


Maximum margins and prices for corsets and brassieres of 
general utility have been approved by the Board of Trade, in 
consultation with the Central Price Regulation Committee, and 
an Order will shortly be made to give effect to them. Licences 
have already been issued by the Board of Trade for the manu- 
facture of garments to be sold at these prices. The garments 
must be made from utility corset cloths and from certain cloths 
of a similar description. Subject to an overriding maximum 
for each type of garment which may in no circumstances be 
exceeded, the maximum price for the manufacturer is computed 
by adding 7} per cent. to his costs of production and sale, for the 
wholesaler by adding 20 per cent. to the price at which he buys 
from the manufacturer and for the retailer by adding 334 per 
cent. to the price including Purchase Tax at which he buys 
from the manufacturer or wholesaler. 


LOST CLOTHING COUPONS 


Under the Consumer Rationing (Fees) Order, 1942 (8S. R. & O. 
1942 No. 54, price Id.) made by the Board of Trade with the 
approval of the Treasury, a fee of 1s. 0d. will now be charged for the 
issue to the public of clothing coupons consequent upon a loss of 
coupons (other than those in the 3rd Edition Food Book, which 
may no longer be replaced) or of the cover of the 3rd Edition Food 
Book itself. Applicants for replacement of lost coupons must 
pay the fee by sticking a 1s. Od. stamp on to the Form of Declara- 
tion which they have to sign, and signing over the stamp. The 
fee will be waived in cases where the loss is due to enemy action, 
and in these cases no stamp need be stuck to the form. This 
notice does not apply to coupons lost or destroyed in the hands 
of traders.

WAR DAMAGE REPAIRS 


PROFESSIONAL FEES—PAYMENT BY 
INSTALMENTS 


The War Damage Commission has decided that where the cost 
of work of making good war damage is being paid by instalments 
as the work proceeds, charges for professional fees (in accordance 
with the scale and conditions issued by the Commission) borne 
by the claimant may be accepted as part of an instalment claim, 
on the following basis :— 

(a) In cases in which a firm contract is entered into for the 
whole of the work there will be admitted as part of 
the first instalment the actual fees already paid 
by the claimant up to an amount not exceeding 
two-thirds of the total estimated fee. The balance 
will normally be paid with the final instalment claim. 
In those special cases where the claim is a very large 
one consideration will be given to the question of 
further advances on account of fees as part of inter- 
mediate instalments. 

(b) Where the work proceeds on the footing of a prime 
cost contract, with no firm basis oh which to estimate 
the total amount of fees allowable, the permitted 
instalment in respect of fees will not exceed the 
appropriate scale percentage on the cost of the work so 
far executed.

UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
CONTROL OF PRICES 


Regulations have been issued by the Union authorities under 
the War Measures Amendment Act, 1940 whereby the gross 
profit or “ mark-up” of all goods received into stock after 
15 October 1941 is determined by the application of a formula 
which provides for the pre-war percentage margin of profits to 
be reduced on a sliding scale in accordance with the rise in pur- 
chase price since 1939. The price of goods in stock on that date 
will be frozen at the existing level until 30 April 1942. 

Under the Regulations the Price Controller has, inter alia, 
powers to fix a maximum price for the sale of certain specified 
goods. 

It is understood that the position, in the light of experience in 
working the formula, will be subject to review at a conference 
between organised commercial interests and the Price Controller 
at the end of March 1942.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 
METAL WINDOWS AND DOORS 


The issue of the above British Standard represents a very 
interesting addition to the list of standardised building units. 

Standards for wooden windows were prepared and issued in 
1935 in B.S. 644, but prior to the war no action had been taken 
to secure co-ordination of the types and sizes of windows made 
by different manufacturers. 

This step has now been achieved. The standard is in two 
parts. The first includes the specification, clauses relating to 
requirements such as quality of material, workmanship, fittings, 
finish, etc. 

The second part gives working drawings of the different types 
of window, full-size drawings of the sections and details of 
various methods of fixing. 

Information about the glass sizes, daylight areas and weight 
of steel for licence purposes is also included. 

The standards have been fixed in close association with the 
sritish Metal Window Manufacturers Association Ltd. The 
reduction in the multiplicity of types and sizes of windows 
and doors for all wartime purposes—both Government and 
general—including factory, hutting, hostel and storage should 
assist in concentrating wartime demands with the consequent 
advantage of quicker delivery. 

The Standard is issued under the authority of the Ministry 
of Works and Buildings and will, therefore, be adopted by all 
Government Departments.

BRITISH INDIA 
CROP CONDITIONS AND OUTLOOK 


The Department of Commercial Intelligence and Statistics, 
Calcutta, reports as follows on the crops in India for the weeks 
ended on the dates stated :— 

Central Provinces, 27 December. Cotton-picking, the har- 
vesting and threshing of juar and rice and khariff crop operations 
are proceeding. Rabi crops are deteriorating for want of rain. 

Bihar, 29 December. The conditions of crops is generally fair. 
Winter paddy crop operations are in full swing. 

Punjab, 29 December. Crops are average to above average in 
irrigated and under average to average in unirrigated areas.
